Horses w ounded on the battlefield 
are duly atte nd e d to when no danger 
to h um an life is involved. 
The veteri 
na ry officer in charge is exp ected to 
follow close on the fighting line arid 
together with a num b er of aids, to in­ 
sp ect p rop erly wounded anim als and 
give instructions for their removal or 
slaughter, as the case m ay be. 
The 
veterinary surgeon is na tura lly exp os­ 
ed to considerable danger, but if his 
work is not carried out during the 
p rogress of hostilities in all p robability 
it cannot be accomp lished a fterw ard , 
for, although the royal a r m y medical 
corp s is allowed to p roceed to the res­ 
cue of the wounded men under the 
Red Cross, the m em bers of the a rm y 
veterinary d e p a r tm e nt are not p erm it­ 
ted to attend to the injured horses, be­ 
cause they a re not under the p rotection 
of the Genova convention, which m akes 
no p rovision w hatsoever for wounded 
animals. 
At the conclusion of the battle, if it 
has been decisive and one or other of 
th e c om batant arm ies has been driven 
from the field, a p arty of veterinary 
surgeons, with their assistants, is sent 
out to exam ine every anim al that 1ms 
fallen and to shoot such as are badly 
wounded.

sIR h t injuries are collected and taken 
to the veterinary h >sp ital lines, formed 
as fixed cam p s and established on a 
similar b."-is to those of the royal a r ­ 
my medical corp s.

Being m isdirected bv 
policemen and stre e t c a r condu ctors, 
we m a d e a longer detou r of obs e r v a ­ 
tion tha n we c a re d to ju st at t ha t time, 
bu t we finally re a c he d the place. 
W e 
cou ld not be mistaken, as t he stars and 
stripes were in ev idence e v e r y w he r e . 
T he 
E qu e stria n statu e of L a fa y e tte 
stood in the c e nt e r of an a m phit he a t r e . 
T he sta tu e was v eiled by an im m ense 
flag of red, white and blu e, ex cept the 
head and shou lders of the g r e a t pa t ­ 
riot. 
T he seats of the a m phi tne a t r e . 
c a pa ble of holding 3000 people, were 
cov ered with red bu nting. 
T he palaces of t he T u ileries which 
su rrou nd this beau tifu l s qu a r e

stripes inte rtw ine d j with the tri-colors 
of France. 
From the roof of these palaces many 
spectator-, both French and A m erican, 
looked

u pon the 
cerem onies 
which 
were of profou nd inte re st to 
both nations. 
How fitting to this occasion was the 
inscription ov er t he gate-w ay 
to the 
Lou v re, — “Lih < rty, 
Eya n lity, 
Fra ter­ 
n ity.” 
T he 
ex ercises 
wore 
to be­ 
gin at 
10 a. in. 
and at e ig ht, 
t he 
A m e ric a ns 
began 
to assem ble 
in 
increasing nu m bers. 
T he 
F re nc h 
g u a rd s had instru ctions not to a d m it 
any per-on within the enclosu re ex cept 
those t ha t held a card of inv itation. It 
didn't t a k e me long to discov er t ha t 
the ca rd which I held, and many others 
only a d m itte d me to the ou te r c ou rt— 
t he c ou r t of the Gentiles, while those 
who ha d the ir tickets v ised or c ou nter 
signed bv t he Consu l, were a d m itte d to 
reserv ed seats in t he a m phitheatre.* 
It was too late the n to ru n a fter any 
official sig natu res. 
A 
v e teran 
who 
fou ght u nd er Lee ia the six ties, s t a nd ­ 
ing beside me, was In t i e sam e pred ic­ 
a m ent.

hand, play ing the S t a r S pang led B a n­ 
ner and the M arseillaise—-the national 
air of F ra nc e . 
T he s e patriotic airs 
arou sed g r e a t enthu sia sm and applau se 
from the entire au dience. 
T he presiding officer, G e ne ra l H or ­ 
ace P or te r , United States A m bassad or 
to France, then deliv ered a most e x cel­ 
lent and thou g htfu l address of welcome 
to the gu ests from A m e ric a ; and with 
a.most equ al flu ency he addressed the 
P r e s id e nt and citizens of t he Fre nc h 
R e pu blic in the i r own lang u a g e , elic­ 
iting frequ ent applau se for the L a t e r ­ 
al and beau tifu l sentim ents to which he 
g a v e u t te r a nc e 
O u r A m bassad or a c ­ 
qu itted hlmseif nobly , and those pr e s­ 


ent had reason to be prou d of him as a 
fellow c ou ntry m a n and 
a c om r a a e in 
arms. 
As is well known, t he fu nds 
which 
ha v e m ade it possible to erect this 
splendid m em orial, c a m e chiefly from 
the y ou th and school chiidreDof A m e r ­ 
ica. and in recognition of this fact, the 
Pre sid e nt of the L a f a y e t t e 
M em orial 
Commission, Hon. F e r d ina nd W. P e c k , 
also Commissioner G e ne r a l t ot he P a r is 
Ex position, was selected to present the 
m onu m ent to the R e pu blic of Fra nc e 
on behalf of the y ou th 
of the United 
S tates of A m e ric a 
A t this j u nc tu r e 
the crowd on the ou tside, not able to 
he a r or see w hat was tra ns pir ing inside 
d e te r m ining to hav e some s ha r e in the 
celebration, began to sing “ M a rc hing 
T hr ou g h G e org ia ,” and othe r patriotic 
songs, com pletely drow ning the v oice 
of the speaker. 
A t t he conclu sion of the address the 
sta tu e was u nv eiled by two A m erican 
children. P a u l Thom pson and G u sta v e 
Hennocqu e, while t he band play ed, 
“ Hail to the S pirit of L i be r ty ,” e spec­ 
ially composed for 
this occasion by 
John P hilip Sou ?a. 
T he sta tu e is only a pla ste r model of 
the final m onu m ent of e nd u ring bronze. 
T he hero sits squ arely and gracefu lly 
on his horse, holds in his left hand the 
rein 
of his c ha m ping 
steed, 
and 
in his 
r ig ht 
ha nd 
he 
holds 
aloft his faithfu l sword she a the d in its 
scabbard . 
His ex cellency , the president, of the 
F re nc h R epu blic, 
M. 
Emile Lou bet, 
was then introdu ced 
amid g r e a t a p­ 
plau se: t he au dience rising to the ir 
feet to do him honor; and in a formal 
speech addressed to the A m bassador 
and the A m e r ic a n r e pre se nta tiv e s he 
accepted the m onu m e nt as a m a nife st 
ev idence of the 
w a rm 
and continu ed 
friendship of the two g r oa t Repu blics. 
“ This friendship, born in the cu m rad- 
ship 
of 
arms, has 
dev eloped 
and 
grown s trong e r d u ring the 
centu ry 
which is ending: the g ene ra tions which 
su cceed u s will not su ffer it to grow 
weak: they will 
r a t he r e nd e a v or to 
mu ltiply friendly relations and i nt e r ­ 
cou rse betwee n t he two sides of t he 
A tlantic and by so doing giv e a 
pr e ­ 
ciou s pledge of peace to the world and 
of progress to hu m a ni t y . ” 
T he se c re ta ry of t he Memorial 
As. 
sociation, Mr. 
R obe r t .). Tnompson, 
then -poke a few words in honor of t he 
child re n and 
y ou th of A m e r ic a who 
had c ontribu ted the fu nds necessary to 
com plete 
this 
splendid 
m onu m ent. 
“ On this, the Independence day of the 
United States, ou r y ou th plant a 
t r i ­ 
bu te u pon the soil 
of 
F r a nc e to t he 
memory of ou r K nig ht of Liberty , ou r 
cham pion of freedom, 
t he i m m or ta l 
son of France, y ou r L afay ette, ou r L a ­ 
fa y e tte .”

Daniel M a nning .troad a beau tifu l

This was followed by the re a d ing of 
the Dedication Poem, w ritten bv Mr. 
F ra nk A r t hu r 
P u t na m and 
r e a d by 
Miss T a r qu i na L. Voss, secret ary of 
the Society of the 
D a u g hte rs of t he 
Rev olu tion. 
At this stage, 
a brief letter of P r e s ­ 
ident M c K inle y ’s was read by Genera! 
Porter. 
“ Today a nation speaks he r 
g r a t it u d e to a nation; A m e ric a pro­ 
claims he r r e m e m br a nc e of priceless 
fav ors conferred u pon 
he r by France. 
“ France,

In his address of presentation G e n­ 
eral P or t e r said: “ T he Ashes of W a s h­

banks of the Potom ac: it i- fitting t ha t 
his sta tu e shou ld stand on the banks of 
the S e ine .”

barding one of the attacking vessels 
v*as found by the search lights on the 
battery.

darkness, was struck by tbe shell from 
the Spanish howitzer. 
“ Great must have been the fright of 
the American officers when on taking 
charge of M ono they found that, the 
cannon operated against them by Hie 
Spanish bore the dates of 1008 and 1718. 
part of these howitzers

loaded as the Americans took charge. 
The officer found to his great surprise 
that the longest distance one of these 
shots could traverse was 800 yards.

The development of electric power 
for industrial uses is almost phenome­ 
nal in California, and this fact is nota­ 
bly illustrated in the ease of the two 
big plants in the vicinity of Redbnds. 
It is stated that it 
requires 
34,560 
pounds of coal to operate one horse 
power for one year by means of steam. 
The Redlands plant 
produces 
1,000- 
horse power in electricity, In addition 
to the one producing 2 ,0 0 0-horse power. 
Further, the plant of 
the 
Southern 
California Bower company, producing 
4,000-horse 
power, 
makes 
7 ,000 000- 
horse power in electricity by the com­ 
panies in Mill Creek and Santa Ana 
canons—equivalent, that is, to the con­ 
sumption of nearly 1 2 1 .0 0 0 tons of coal 
per year in the making of power by 
steam. 
W ith coal therefore at $4 per 
ton this means $483.840. dividing this 
by 300, as the number of working clays 
gives an average of 403, the equivalent 
of this number of tons of coal mined 
per day and as the water flow is con­ 
tinuous, these plants are. as it were in­ 
exhaustible mines producing this enor­ 
mous output.— New York Sun.
